The scrivenir who made out the 
papers made, n bad errorr. instead of lo- 
cating the land in IVKalb county he 
located it in Allen county. 
That must 


have been before the county wns organ- 
ized. 
Howe was given possession of 


the property and there is no record that 
the error in description was ever cor- 
rected.

heirs have ever made any claim to the 
property.

AGAINST NEW ROADS 


Huntington County Farmers Will Ask 


for Injunction to Restrain 


Gravel Road Building. 


Huntington. 
Ind., July 
2'i.—Gravel 


road 
litigations, of much interest 
to 


Huntington county farmers, are being 
prepared by local attorneys and in all 
probability will be tiled in the circuit 
court in a short time. 
According to 


rumor, endeavors will be made to pre- 
vent the pale of bonds on four gravel 
roads of Warren township. The roads 
concerned are the Kivett, Jackson and 
lit roads. 
It is. assured that an injunction signed 


by mimes of thirteen prominent farm- 
ers of Wreen township, headed by that 


f John F. Brown, will be filed in the 


circuit court in a few days, asking that 
the sale of bonds on the four roads be 
prohibited. 


The reason 
given 
by 
the thirteen 


farmers for their injunction against the 
proposed highway is that 
when the 


roads were granted, about three years 
ago. an over-issue was made. 
It seems 


that the township was bonded for more 
than four per cent., the legal limit of 
township bonded indebtedness, for the 
construction of the roads. 


Shortly after the granting of the 


roads, the farmers say, the matter of 
the road construction was revived, it be- 
ing decided that, owing to the over-issue 
of bonds, only one of the four roads 
would he built. 


The 
injunction, 
if 
successful, 
-will 


make way for the abolishment of roads 
as granted several years ago. Attorneys 
say thnt to secure grants for the roads 
again, it will be necessary to tile new 
petitions, 
Grants for the construction 


of the highways may then be obtained, 
say legal advisers. 


Locnl attorneys hold that the granting 


of the gravel roads on an over-issue of 
bonds wns void, similar to an election 
for a railroad or other public utility 
franchise on an over-issue of bonds. It 


explained that when a subsidy is 


voted for a railroad, when the subsidy 
amounts to more than the legal indebt- 
edness of a community, it ie not legal. 
It is argued that the same logic will 
hold in the gravel road litigations.

More Trouble for the Trusts. 


The fact that until the filing by the government a day 


or two ago of the dissolution sail against the Bell tele- 
phone interests in the Pacific coast Uncle Sam has of late 
been showing rather lessened activity against the su-callcd 
trusts apparently lias no significance \vhatevor. If they 
have been lulled into any sort of sense of security by the 
temporary cessation of legal artillery, present news from 
"Washington indicates that they arc soon due for a rude 
awakening. President Wilson, it develops, is preparing 
to lay before congress an extensive program of anti-trust 
action. As yet he is keeping his own counsel as to details 
of the policy, but there arc definite indications that the 
president purposes an attempt to carry out fully the 
democratic platform pledges to the people. 


Those who have discussed the matter with the presi- 


dent are convinced that he will advocate vigorous en- 
forcement of criminal as well as civil laws against the 
trusts, legislation to make impossible the existence of 
private monopoly, and new laws to prevent holding com- 
panies, interlocking directorates, stock-watering and con- 
trol of so large a part of any industry as to menace com- 
petition. The program is an imposing one, and it is in 
itself no mere holiday job, to say nothing of the multi- 
plicity of other matters which the, president is taking up 
with vigorous hand. Even those who may still be dubious 
regarding President Wilson's policies will he constrained 
to admit that he is showing no disposition to either dodge 
work or evade responsibilities. The tariff, the currency 
question and the trust issue will surely measure up into 
rather a full'year's work for the president's first twelve 
months in the executive chair. These are days of action.

It so happened 
that the two concrete hridgen now com- 
pleted in Kurt \Vayne could not lie used 
during the flood period, while nome of the 
older structures were in service, but this 
arose from the fact i..at the approaches 
to the. older bridges were higher.' 


Danger from Acumulating Debris. 


"Thn same conditions at either end of 


tho concrete arches," continues the sajne 
writer, "would have given even greater 
security than that afforded by the older 
structures on account, of Uie necessity of 
removing all accumulations of wrecked 
buildings from the upper face of the lat- 
ter. 
On account of the mass of the con- 


creto bridges there would he less dan- 
ger from overturning or movement down- 
stream. This is an inherent advantage of 
the concrete arjh, and one. that is alone 
sufficient to warrant its adoption where 
very high flnod.1 may «t times bo ex- 
pected. 
Except with concretn, a Bridge 


structure must be raised out of reach of

water, and abutment'! and piers are, 
therefore, higl. and their mass must be 
great to prevent overt.urning. With tho 
concrete arch, the bridge may be lower 
and little harm will result from the Hood 
waters." 


Bridges as Obstructions. 


The foregoing argument is calculated 


to show tjie stability of bridges built of 
concrete, the final paragraph summing up 
the, argument in a clear, concise state- 
ment of fact. The stability of the bridgfi 
—its fitness to stand firmly :ig:iln*t .) 
mighty current which practi-ally Mil)- 
merges it-—ia a splendid point, Jtid urn- 
thoroughly appreciated by the people of 
Allen county who are grateful for {he 
safetyof their structures. This however, 
is only one matter to lie ncttKvl. The 
other point is the answer to Che ques- 
tion.

Puring the 'Ir.cd 
period of March the concrete

rushing waters, helped to do great dam- 
age bv obstructiong the flow of the flood 
waters. 
Thin is no fault of the manu- 


facturer of the material* from which '. ie 
bridges are constructed. 
Neither is it 


the fault of the designer or the authori- 
ties who ordered its construction or ac- 
cepted it. when finished. Thn Hood, how- 
ever, brought its problems. 
It settled 


one question once and for all, jiamely. 


that the present structures rnust be al- 
tered to meet possible future Hood condi- 
tions, and also that no more bridges ol 
the type of the present three-arch bridges 
in Fort Wnyne ma«t lie constructed. 


Flood-Proof Bridges. 


If the American design...-H and builders 


of bridges would turn their attention to 
Europe, they would find that in no quar- 
ter arc present-day bridges being ouilt 
along tile lines of the Fort Wayne struc- 
tures. Solid and Hiib-etantial though they 
may be, still they arc obstructions in 
time of high water. The views shown 
herewith illustrate the general idea ot 
modem bridge construction in European 
countries. 
All have one characteristic— 


they are constructed along lines which 
permit high water to flow through their 
structural parts. Referring to this mod- 
ern style of design. Engineer Orosvenor 
says: 


"I designed a bridge of this type and 


submitted it to be constructed in this 
county, but it was not accepted, although 
the cost of construction was less than 
the one which was accepted. 
This type 


of bridge, is coming into universal use. 
T have just received from Germany a vol- 
ume containing the very latest develop- 
ment in bridge designing and construc- 
tion, and although both Htoel and con- 
cretn are used, the general idea ia the 
same. The open bridge construction pos- 
sesses many advantages besides that of 
allowing a free (low of water through

walls. It reduces the dead load or weight 
of the Imck-IHling over the bridge; as a 
result of the a-senco of the back-fill, 
the thrust of the arch is greatly dimin- 
ished and the size of the abutment may- 
be reduced. In other words, hundreds of 
loads of cinders, dirt and stone are neces- 
sary to fill up tho ppaco between the 
roadway of the bridge and the ccmen* 
work. 
Hut this open construction (loe» 


away with all fhis filling. The bridge is 
much lighter. 
Therefore the abutments 


may be lighter, and also the outer part 
of the arch which extends into the earth 
may be much shorter when the 
dead 


weight of the center of the 
arch It 


lightened. 
The cost is also less, and the 


style of construction greatly .increases 
the wnterwa}-."

Auto Drivers and Motonnen 


on Cars Pay Slight Atten- 
tion to Signs Designed to 
Curb Unnecessary Racket 
in Vicinity of Hospitals. 


About the only gopd result 
accom- 


plished by the establishment of zones of 
silence about the hospitals of the eity ot 
Fort Wayne so far has been that the 
Singling circus banda were, not allowed 
to play while tire parade was passing 
Hope hospital and the caliope was si- 
lenced. 
This clauses the band produc- 


< tione of the circus as unnecessary noise. 


Signs posted a square in each direction 


from the three hospitals announce that 
the district is a zone in which it is re- 
quested that no noise that is not abso- 
lutely necessary be made, and .even the 
man who is opposed to laws that inter- 


fere \vitli liberties enjoyed for some time 
has not been appealed to on the broad 
ground of humanity. 


Patients sick almost unto death, toss- 


ing in their agony; patients whose near- 
est kin are not allowed to visit them be- 
cause of the fear of attending physicians 
that the least excitement will send tem- 
peratures soaring to the danger point, 
are subjected to the claaiging of street 
car gongs and the raucous tooting of the 
hundred nnd one devices attached to 
motor vehicles for the purpose of making 
life, a "burden even to people who are not 
ill. 


Every one of twenty motormen who 


drove street ears past St. Joseph's hos- 
pital in one afternoon during the present 
week clanged his gong at least twice: 
and four of them kept it continually ring- 
ing between Main and Berry streets, on 
the east side of the institution. 


During that time fourteen motor ve- 


hicles passed, including all types, trom 
touring cars to motorcycles, and all but 
three of the drivers sounded horns in 
the silence zone, and two of the offenders

made, hut little attention wns given to 
the request made uy the. presence of the 
sign posts, and nearly all of them sound 
ed signals of some kind.

law requiring the driver of a motor ve- 
hicle to give a signal at. an approach to 
a crossing, and this int.erprctntion of the 
law offers no excuse for violating a 
city ordinance that ought to he observed, 
as it appeals in a most direct manner to 
every man, wonoa,n and child with any 
love for humanity in his or her heart. 


There is a provision that motor ve- 


hicle drivers must slow down upon ap- 
proaching crossings outside the 
cities 


and towns of Indiana, but none requir- 
ing signals inside the limits. 


Metal-tired vehicles can not be driven 


by Hope hospital without noise, a.s a 
brick pavement on Harr street renders 
this impossible, but the attendants who 
are on duty at night and during the day 
sav that but 
for t!;e posting of the 


signs they would never know they are in 
a territory that is .supposed to be tree 
from noise. There lias bren no cessation 
of sounding horns and bells < n motor ve- 
hicles, no;- due the cars approaching the 
crossings at Clinton and Washington or 
nt .TelTcrson street pass without the ring

The position of clerk in one of the 


departments of a large shop is not a 
sinecure by any means. 
In fact, \vhilo 


the work is perhaps less arduous physi-' 
cally than other occupations, it is more 
exacting than some nnd requires long 
hours of mental and physical applica- 
tion. 
A faithful record must he made 


of the material used by the. men and 
their service cards must bo carefully in- 
spected and a record made of them, in 
order to determine, the earnings of each. 
The clerk is also expected to tell in a 
moment the condition of the stock of 
raw material so that requisition can be 
made for tho kind most likely to be 
used up soon. 
In shops where piece- 


work is the rule, the clerical work is 


greater than in sliops where the men 
lire paid by the hour, day or month.

The mose essential thing in trie pres- 


irvation of fruits ami vegetables is th 
process of sterilization of the. food and 
Bealing of the cans so as to exclude all 
germs, Many have an idea it is the oxy- 
g'<! in the air which causes fermentation 


* 
and [rarefaction, but it is the bacteria 


/ . and otnirf 
raicroseopis organisms which 


produce this. If tho housewife succeeds 
in excluding these there will be no dan- 
ger of canned goods spoiling. 


In preserving, canning or jelly-making, 


iron or tin utensils should never be used. 
Acid fniits attack these metals and giro 
bad colors and a metallic taste to the 
product. 


Even- housekeeper should own at least 


one preserving kettle that should be used 
for nothing else. A broad-based, porce- 
lain-lined affair' — not too deep, as the 
Seep kettles allow manj' layers of the 
fruit to cook unevenly andthose at the 
bottom aro often over-cooked and those 
it the top not perfectly heated. 


The selection of fruit is one of the 


first steps in obtaining successful re- 
sults. 
The flavor of fruit' is not fully 


developed until ifc is fully ripe, but as 
soft fruits begin to ferment almost as 
Boon as they are fully ripe, tho best 
time for using them for canning pre- 
serves or jelly is just before they aro 
perfectly ripe.

Table for Preparing Syrup. 


One pint of sugar, one gill of water

Use this for preserved peaches, plums, 
quinces and currants. One pint of sugar 
and one pint of water forms a syrup 
suitable for canning (not preserves) acid 
fruits.

How to Peel Peaches for Canning. 


To peel-peaches arrange in wire basket 


and drop into kettle of boiling water 
and allow to stand two minutes. Lift 
out and plunge into pan of cold water. 
Plums and tomatoes may be peeled the 
same way. If peaches are to be canned 
in syrup put them at one- into the ster- 
ilized jars. Fill the opening of the jar 
with cotton until ready to turn the syrup 
over them. One peach pit in each jar Im- 
proves the flavor of the fruit. 


In preparing to make jelly have all 


the necessities at hand—colander, wooden 
spoons, masher, measure, tumblers, sugar 
and cheesecloth bags. 
When preparing 


currants for jelly remove all leaves and 
large stems. 
Washed berries must be 


hulled or stemmed. 
Large fruits must 


be washed clean, then remove tho stem 
and blossom end. Nearly all large fruits 
aro better for having tho skin left on. 
Apples and pears need not bo cored, but 
quinces must be.. * • 


Plum Jelly. 


Use an unripe acid plum. Wash fruit 


and remove all stems. To each peck of 
fruit add one quart of 
water. 
Cool 


gently until plums fall to pieces. 
(Be. 


careful and stir, as they burn easily). 
Strain juice through cheesecloth bag and 
allow n. bowl of juice to bowl of sugar. 
Heat slowly to boiling point and boil fif- 
teen minutes. Turn into tumblers. Wild 
grapes make a most .delicious jelly.

Cherries Preserved With Currant Juice- 


Six quarts of cherries, two quarts of 


currants, three quarts-of sugar. Boil, 
crush and strain the juice from the cur- 
rants. Stone the cherries and drain all 
the juice from them into the currant 
juice. Dissolve sugar in this juice, and 
allow to come to boiling point.

cherries and boil twenty minutes.

in glasses while hot. 
Allow to cool and 


cover with coating of paraffine.

Hints on Making Marmalades. 


Marmalades require great care while 


cooking. They bum very easily. If it is 
made from berries the fruit should be 
rubbed through a fine sieve to rernove 
all seeds. Measure fruit and sugar, al- 
lowing one pint of sugar to each quart 
of fruit pulp. Rinse the preserving ket- 
tle so sides and bottom are moist. Add 
layer of fruit, then layer of sugar until 
not more than two layers of each are 
used. 
(Layers to be not more than 


two inches deep). Heat slowly and stir 
constantly. 
If one has an iron stand 


used for holding a sad iron place it 
under the kettle so as 
air space between heat and kettle bit- 
tom. 
Allow to boil slowly two hours 


for not more than four quarts of fruit. 
Pack in small jars or glasses and cover 
with parafflne. 


Sun Preserves. 


Use formula for 40 degree 


given elsewhere. Heat syrup to boiling 
point. Remove from fire, drop the cher- 
ries, strawberries or peach slices into 
sj'rup and see that all the fruit is cov- 
ered with the sj'rup. 
Cover the kettle, 


and allow to cool, 
large platters or granite dripping par.s 
Do not have more than one layer at 
!irst and then place in hot sun. A table 
in an open space in tho yard is best. 
Be sure to place legs oftalile in shallow 
pan, in which put a little coal oil or you 
will have ants in j-our fruit. Fill the. 
pan with water. 
Keep the pan filled 


with water. Then all bugs will give the 
table n wide berth. Have pieces of lath 
or board made to each corner of table 
high enough so there is no danger of the 
netting dropping into fruit, 
must be taken in each eight and as it 
dries or shrinks put them together, and 
three days of hot sunshine Uiuuliy 
sufficient, but one cannot give a 
feet rule as to time.

opinion is almost equally divided. 
Many of 


the most graceful and daring riders are equally 
at home whether riding on the side saddle or 
riding astride, and most little girls ar« taught 
to ride both ways. 


Most of the children one sees in the parks 


or on country roads have a leg on each side 
Of the pony, for even those who decry the 
riding astride style for women admit that it 
Is all right-for little girls. Doubtless that was 
the wedge which prepared the way for the 
popularity of the cross saddle for women of 
all ages, for it is difficult to win girls from 
the cross saddle once they have iecomc accus- 
tomed to it. 


Most of the teachers of riding, however, 


»re in favor of the side saddle. The proprietor 
of a riding academy, who has had a wide ex- 
perience with riders of both sexes and all ages, 
emphatically approves the side saddle. 


"Both for looks and for safety there is no 


Comparison between the two ways of riding in 
m'y mind," he said to a reporter for this news- 
paper./'Until three years ago I never permitted 
the use of the cross saddle by women in my 
academy. 
Now I let them choose the method 


they prefer, but I consistently recommend the 
side saddle. 
I think Queen 7vlary was quite 


right to stipulate that it alone should be used 
In the horse show and to throw the weight 
of her influence on that side. 
I should like 


to see those who are socially influential in 
this country do the same thing.

"And when does a woman look more grace- 


ful and more attractive than when correctly 
garbed and well mounted on a side saddle? 
There is no time when a woman looks so well. 
And, by the way, where will you find women 
so well dressed for riding as in America? 
How can a woman forego the opportunity 
of making the impression that she does 
when riding properly? 
A woman never gives 


that effect if she chooses the cross saddle. 
There is just one place where it is desirable 
and that is for long country rides, especially 
for mountain climbing. It is for such emer- 
gencies alone that I would reserve the cross 
saddle." 


Equally strong in her preference for the 


side saddle is Mrs. John Gerken, a horse- 
woman of skill and experience. 
"I would not 


think of using any other," she asserted. "1 
think it is all right for girls up to the age of 
thirteen, fourteen or fifteen years to ride 
astride, as the use of the side saddle some- 
times tends to make girls, especially if thev 
are not strong, unequally developed. There is 
no difficulty about changing from one system 
to the other, or at least 1 should, not think 
there would be any. I believe it is better for 
women and safer, too, and it does not hurt 
the horse if the saddle fits well. That Is a 
thing that a horsewoman should always see 
to." 


Almost all women who ride to hounds and 


who hunt and play polo ride astride. One of 
the first women to adopt this style of riding 
was Mrs. Thomas Hitchcock, whose vigorous, 
daring and constant riding caused her to discard 
the side saddle and to bring up her daughters 
to ride in the same way. 
Indeed, It would 


have been impossible for them to accomplish 
the feats, of horsewomanship that they have 
with anything but the cross saddle. They can 
take hurdles, fences and ditches as well as any 
man and can play polo with men also. Miss 
Emily Randolph is in the same class of players, 


inlroduction of the cross saddle for women 
was attributed to the influence of Americans 
in London, and the prohibition of its use at 
the Horse Show made it necessary for one 
American woman, who was distinguished for 
her horsewomanship and who always roda 
astride, to change to the other method at the 
last minute. She was able, however, to meet 
the requirements and appeared to great »4- 
yantage at the Olympia on a side saddle. 


The Princess Mary, of course, always nses 


the side saddle, and after the Qiean's ex- 
pression of disapproval of any other method 
of riding for women it was reported that * 
further decree was to be made prohibiting 
women from riding astride In Hyde Park, lest 
Princess Mary, who frequently rides there with 
her father and with her aunt, the Prtacwt 
Victoria, should be contaminated.

English child go almost from the cradle to 
the saddle, but she gets an early start for the 
hunt, and the little girls of the present day 
who are learning to follow the hounds nearly 
all use the cross saddle. That it is not essen- 
tial, even in these circumstances, however, is 
pointed out by the adherents of the side sad- 
dle, since English women have ridden to 
hounds for generations and until the present 
time have not thought it necessary to adopt 
the man's fashion of riding. 


Queen Alary is notably conservative, and 


any departure from the conventions is frowned 
upon by her even when the women of the 
Court are concerned. Rightly or wrongly the 


In the city parks one sees almost as much 


riding one way as the other. 
Many women 


who ride astride in the country use the side 
saddle for the park ride, which is a kind of 
ceremonious affair, requiring a greater atten- 
tion to dress and other details. The women 
who use the side saddle are wearing shorter 
skirts this season than ever before. The cross 
saddle riders for the most part wear knicker- 
bockers "and a very long coat almost covering 
the knickerbockers, although some prefer a 
divided skirt and a shorter coat.

I physical or nervous. 
If the nerves of

cretions are not. normal and digestion is 
interfered with.

to work hard ho will realize the serious- 
ness of being arrested. 


\Ve sentence drunkards to long terms 


of imprisonment, clothing, feeding and 
housing them. 
Most of these men are, 


or should be. wage earners. Jn shutting 
them up we thrust their families into . 


the street to pet what they can from 
private or public charity. 


Released prisoners are handicapped 


for life in their efforts to earn an hon- 
est living. I am confident that a hug'- 
part of the evil of our current method 
of handling inebriety comes from 
t he- 


disgrace which is cast upon a y-oung man 
by being sent to jail. 


The average county jail is an old 


building, poorly 
equipped, 
doubtfully 


onk-ered. overcrowded, 
without 
proper 


classilieatiou of prisoners, lacking means 
of exercise, having little or 
no 
sys- 


tematic industry. Imprisonment in such 
a place does not tend to reform 
any 


one. 


Owing largely to the congestion of 


low wage workers in large cities, the in- 
creased cost of living and the twentieth 
(•entry pressure of industrial life, pub- 
lic 
into.x-ication 
increases 
constantly. 


But our method of •dealing with inebriety 
has made no progress during the last 
1UO years. 


Tob uild up a policy which will tend 


to 
prevention and cure, chronic intem- 


perance must be considered not as a 
misdemeanor, hut as a disease. 


Our jails, long places of futile punish- 


ment, must become moral hospitals. 


To bring this about, -Massachusetts is 


now working out a plan whereby the 
so-called chronic, drunkard will be put 
into coutincmi-iit very much as 
if 
he- 


were mildly insane. 
The place of in- 


carceration will be a farm colony, when- 
the patient will be given In-gienic con- 
ditions and [nit to work. 


Such a man must work hard and use- 


fully. 


He must earn money and the money 


must be given to his "family. 


He must, stay in confinement until ho 


has conquered his habit. 


Tie must go back to his old surround- 


ings on probation. 


Coupled with this proposed reform 
I 


hope that a method will be found by 
which our court will extend probation 
to .-, larger percentage of early cases of 
drunkenness. Jetting tho ,,.ln-;,m],,r

with the admonition that his third or 
fourth appearance in court will result in 
his being placed definitely in the custody 
of the state.

TRUCK CROPS GROWN IN FRAMES. 


A Good Living Can Be Made on Three Acres De- 


voted to Sash Gardening, But Great Care Should 
Be Taken in Gathering, Packing, and Marketing 
the Vegetables in Order That Fancy Prices May 
Be Obtained. 


By W. B. BEATTEB. 


In certain localities where the cli- 


mate, is mild, such crops as parsley, 
lettuce, radishes and beets can be 
grown during the winter months If 
provision is made for protecting the 
plants 
during- the few periods of 


freezing weather. 
The cheapest form 


of covering is cotton cloth or un- 
bleanched muslin. In other localities, 
where the climate is too severe for 
growing crops under cloth protection, 
<:heap sash filled with glass are effect- 
ive. 
Cheap hotbeds, constructed In 


long lines with plank sides, may be 
profitably employed for forcing vege- 
tables for the market In the neighbor- 
hood of large cities, where an abund- 
ance of manure for heating material 
may be obtained. 


Take, for Instance, parsley. This Is 


sometimes grown as an all-year crop. 
or it is grown during the autumn and

winter and the land devoted to lettuce 
or cucumbers during the spring. 


The parsley seed is sown In Ansust 


or September and the seedlings trans- 
planted to the frames as soon si they 
are large enough to be handled. Cut- 
ting of the leaves begins In the autumn 
and continues throughout the winter, 
and often until quite late In the 
spring, provided price* remain good. 
Parsley Is ndt easily Injured by oold, 
and it Is customary to remove the sash 
and frames early In tha spring and 
take them to some other location 
where they may bo used for the grow- 
ing of cucumbers, eggplant or Homo 
other less hardy crop. Parsley la ono 
of the easiest of crops to bo grown In 
frames, and If a good market can be 
found it may prove very profitable. 


Crops grown !n frames are usually 


superior In quality and appearance to 
those grown In tho open and should 
he given more caro in handling and 
marketing.

The lettuce Is not washed, but is 
packed as It Is cut from the beds and 
hauled direct to the shipping point, 
where It is loaded Into refrigerator 
cars or sent by expreis. 


Cucumbers are generally picked

LOAFING ACRES ARE UNPROFITABLE. 


By R. B. RUSHING. 


Ita traveling over the country I see 


fields that-are claimed to be worth from 
$60 to 1100 per acre, with a pile of 
stones lying here and there and sev- 
eral scrawny, halt-dead trees stand- 
ing about over this land and perhaps 
with a swale running across. 


Hare you any each on your farm 


that are not yielding a profit perhaps 
scarcely paying taxeet 
These acres are loafing, and what Is 


worse, not only loafing, but costing 
the farmer hard earned money every 
time Ue sends a man Into the fields to 
work. Time wasted in turning around 
obstructions is very great and time 
Is money these days. 


With the modern machinery that 


we want to use and to cultivate and 
harvest our produce, a man must have 
ft clean sweep across the land if he 
Is after the greatest profit. 


Often a few dollars would remove 
these worthless piles of stone, and 
thoae old, half-dead trees which are 
Just in the way. Then the land would 
be available for use. 


By putting in an nnderdraln a 


worthless swale may be transformed 
into a fertile field. Stones and trees 
are all right In their places, but the 
beat place for the stones Is In making 
a dam at the lower end of some low 
place to help catch the wash, and the 
best place for the trees Is In a clump by 
themselves or very near the fence and 
not scattered all over an otherwise 
profitable field. 


It Is a very common thing to see 


large stripe of land that are not In 


shape to be cultivated: loafing m 
weeds and brush between flelds, sim- 
ply because the farmer haa not the 
ambition to fence them in. 


If you have such, land that cannot 


be put under cultivation with profit it 
should be fenced and turned Into 
pasture, or if you desire to grow trees, 
and of couse you should grow some. 
set out a useful variety, but be sure 
and not allow the land to loaf away 
your profit by growing absolutely 
worthless weeds and brush. 


It Is a shame to have land under 


cultivation and continue to work It 
while It Is so thin that It will not 
produce anything worth while. 


Farm land Is Just like a bank. You 


can draw checks on It If you have a 
deposit of fertility, but unless there Is 
a deposit there can be no checking. 


It Is sad to see a farmer plow, sow, 


cultivate, harvest and threah half a 
crop from a field when with the same 
amount of labor he could have pre- 
vented his flelds from loafing by sup- 
plying the amount 
of plant food 


needed to grow a fall crop. 


We can look about and see those 


who are doing things right. Why not 
take a lesson from them? 


Look around this summer and see 


If there la not something that Is loaf- 
Ing; 
If not, very good, but If there Is, 


you must clean it up if you ever ex- 
pect tp have a full crop and make the 
most profit from the land. 
The suc- 


cessful farmer does not allow his land 
to loaf.

HAND FEEDING THE SMALL CALVES. 


Hy Kmv.VLO r. GI.ITZKE. 


If wo start a calf out right In the 


first year cif its life it will ever be i. 
prutltaltlo :inlm:i); 1'ilt if we do not 
Klvo him a Calr. f-:"0<l siart he will, at 
best, be a worthless scrub, consuming 
much more feed than ho will ever 
I>ny for. 


Tt Is much more profitable for the 


farmer to put llenh on a young calf 
than It Is to half feed him when he Is 
young and expect to hnve him make 
all the gain when ho Is fitted I'or the 
market. 


Nature never intended tho calf to 


1)« rnise,! by hand, und we must un- 
derstand the calf's physical make-up 
quite, well if wo wish to succeed by 
hand feed ing. 


The calf is not made to consume 


coarse feed when It Is young—in fact, 
it takes several weeks to get It ac- 
quainted with grain. 
Tho only nour- 


ishment that a young calf takes Is 
milk, and If this does not contain the 
necessary food elements tho calf will 
suM'er. 


Where tho ealf is hand fed it is 


only natural to suppose that It re- 
ceives skimmed milk, because the 
cream Is the one object for which the 
eow is milked. 


Now, In taking away tho croam wo 


are taking away a very important 
food element—fat. 
But one need not 


hesitate to take, this fat if it be sup- 
plied In another and cheaper form. 


For a very young calf tho only de- 


sirable substitute is linseed m«al. This 
should 
bo boiled, or rather, only 


s<Mldn.rl. In hot water and mixed with 
tho milk as a kind of gruel for the 
calf. 


It should be fed In such quantities 


nn tho «lzo of tho ralf may require. 
Be mire, you get tho old process 


i ground oil-cake. 
This differs from 


j the new process In the fact that in 
| tho former tho oil is pressed from the 
| seed by hydraulic pressure, and. of 
course, a great amount of the oil re- 
mains In tho meal. 


The new process is a product that Is 


loft, after crushing the seed and wash- 
Ing the oil out by a chemical known 
as naptha. This Is practically of very 
little value ae feud nnd should be 
avoided. 


Where any number of calves are to 


be raised by hand it Is best to pre- 


i pare a set 
of movable stanchions. 


; These are quickly made from one by 
; four Inch lumber, and where they are 
| movable they can t>(- changed from 


( place to placo to suit the convenience 
of the feeder. 


After the calves are in the stanch- 


ions it Is ,-m easy matter to dish out 
a quantity of milk to each individual 
without being continually pestered by 
the others. 


After they all have their milk they 


should be provided with finely ground 


j corn meal tn troughs or boxes, they 
| will soon form a habit of taking their 
chop after each meal and so forget 
about the awful habit of ear-sucking. 


When they have finished their meal 


they should be turned out on a me** 
dow or alfalfa, field to exercise and 
thny will soon begin to nibble gross 
and so get extra nourishment. 


The main object in raising calves if 


to keep them continually growing, li 
is easier to put on a pound of gain 
when they are young than when they 
are older. 


They should never have a stopping 


period In their growth. A calf that Is 
once stunted never amounts to much 
except as fx food consumer.

INFANT MORTALITY. 
M 


IPS JT'I.IA I.ATHHOP, of the Nit 
uonal ('hildren's Bureau, recently 
told the members of the, Collegiate 


Alumnae that the first work of the bureau 
is to be an inquiry about infant mortality, 
going largely into the matter of registra- 
tions. 


"Infant mortality," she said, "is a tech- 


nical thins; it means the loss of life of in- 
fants who have not yet attained Uic age 
of one year. 
And all over the civilized 


world infant mortality has come to be 
regarded as a very strange phenomenon 
which we have ovoriookcd. 
We have 


found adult life safer nnd are continually 
inventing means to make it so, but by sta- 
tistics we find that the life of a baby is no 
safer than it was a hundred years ago. 
Great Britain loses 100,000 babies every 
year. We do not know how many are lost 
in America, because we do not know how 
many are born. We cannot tell until -we 
put down on the lists the birth of every 
one of these children. There are fl few 
parts of tbc country in which it is done 
approximately, nnd from this approximate 
registration we made n guess, nnd from 
the children who die, whose deaths arc re- 
corded far rooro accurately than their 
births, we make an estimate and we find 
that nt least 300,000 babies not yet n year 
old die every year. If thnt estimate be at 
all true every ten years we lose enough 
little lives to make, if they could come to- 
gether, a city as large as Chicago. 
We 


take it for granted that some of us must 
die, that Providence has arranged it that 
thb weakest should go first so that tho 
strongest might got along better; there 
were plenty of children and this is just a 
natural weeding out. 
But the great stu- 


dents of human life say this is not true. 
The rate of children who die reflects upon 
the nation, and instead of being a good 
thing by getting rid of the weak is really 
n sign thnt the state of welfare is far 
lower than it ought to he for those who 
live as well as for those who die. 


"There arc a great many reasons why 


statistics Is the best beginning for a gov- 
ernment (o make. And so, as a first step, 
we arc going to try to find'out in a small 
town all we can ahout the bahies of that 
town. 
We will mako out a schedule/ a 


list of questions, of regular gossips among 
mothers, for them to exchange with on« 
another.

Vjwarftre, the torpedo boat destroyer, 


u a class of vessel by itself, came 


tfto feeing twenty years ago. Tie swift, 
scttlcy torpedo boats had been hailed by 


many as the last word in vessels for night 
attack, and speculation had it that the 
gnu 
modern wars on sea would resolve 


themselves into a case of each side pro- 
tecting its own fleet from these daring 
little craft and at the same time hurling 
it* own torpedo boats against the larger 
war vessels of tbe enemy. 


It was this condition of affairs which 


1«! to, the development of vcsscla of the 
type of the British torpedo boat de- 


stroyer Hornet, launched in 1893. 
The] 


name torpedo boat destroyer, which ex- 
plains itself, was hit upon because the 
n«w craft were really large torpedo boata 
swift enough and carrying sufficiently 
heavy armament to chase nnd destroy the 
torpedo boats of the enemy. 
The dis- 


placement of the Hornet was 260 tons 
and her engines developed 4,000 horse 
power, driving the vessel at n speed of 
26 knots. She carried one 12-pound nnd 
three 6-pound rnpid fire Runs. 


Other navies immedintely began to build 


similar vessels nnd competition led to 
Increase in size and power, until vessels 
of the Hornet class came to be really tor- 
pedo boats, while destroyers were built 


larger and larger nnd gradually took on 
tr.e additional duties o£ scouts. 


Following tho Hornet cnmn the "30 


knot" class, called so because of the speed 
developed. These little craft, built during 
ISO-t and 1S05, displaced from 205 to 305 j 
tons, were equipped with 0,000 horse 
power engines and carried four 12-pound 
guns. 


In 1004 and IflOri were built torpedo 


boat destroyers known as 
thn "rirer" 


class. In them speed was sacrificed to n 
certain extent in the interest of protection 
against wind and weather nnd against nn 
enemy's shells. These sturdy vessels could 
be driven in fairly bad weather at 2o'^ 
knots and they displaced 537 to 010 tons. 


They had batteries of four 12-pound (runs 
and 7,000 horse power engh.cs. 


Even the "river" class were considered 


more effective for defence than for of- 
fence, for their radius of action was some- 
what limited, and unless conditions were 
favorable long sea tripa were not prac- 
ticable. 
Wireless telegraphy was used 


successfully on tho "river" type, nnd this 
was one important step which made the 
"oceangoing" class feasible. 


According to the Sphere, which Is au- 


thority for these facts, the vessels of the 
"oceangoing" class were "built for the 
most part between 1907 nnd 1000. Their 
displacement ranged from 775 tons to 000 
tons and they attained a SDOIU! of 33 knot*. 


driven by 15,500 horse power 
engines. 


Their armament was increased to five 12- 
;>onnd guns and some carried two 4-inch 


£UU3. 


Since the days of the Hornet Improve- 


ments inside the hulls of torpedo boat 
destroyers have kept pace with develop- 
ments in armament and protective armor. 
The turbine engine has replaced the re- 
ciprocating engine and con! has given 
way to oil aa fuel. 
The first torpedoes 


used were 18-inch affairs, as compared 
with 21-inch torpedoes used to-day. The

stroyers of the "river" class, and since then 
tbe installations have been more powerful 
and more complete in each succeeding 
class. 


In 1909 were built vessels -which have 


been classified as "swift." 
They were 


equipped with engines generating 30,000 
horse power, capable of driving the ves- 
sels at a speed of SO knots. 
Their dis- 


placement was 3,835 tons and their bat- 
teries were of four 4-ineh guns. 


The vessels building now average about 


1,200 
tons displacement and may be 


driven at a speed of 32 to 33 knots by 
25,000-horsc power engines. 
They carry 


batteries of 4-inch guns. 


It is conlentured th»t iuxt as the battle 


cruiser and tne battle ship have beet 
combined in one type, so the destroyers 
may soon be amalgamated with the light 
scouting cruisers, taking on side armor, 
greater displacement and engine power 
and becoming ever more effective weap- 
ons of offence. 
It is predicted by some 


that torpedo boat destroyers of the futuro 
may attain 5,000 tons displacement and b« 
able to steam at 30 knots. The batteries 
may include 4-inch and G-inch guns und 
the engines develop greater power than 
those of tie earlier dreadnoughts. 
Thi« 


may reasonably be expected to lead to a 
condition i,£ naval warfare in which all 
night attacking will be done by the Sub- 
marines,

night, determining to secrete themselves in 
ft nearby forest until it was safe to return 
and raise the plunder from its sacred 
"hiding place.

which he implicated every thief he ever 
operated with, to say nothing of the con- 
fidences he violated that he might escape 
a long term in a, Vermont prison, he gave 
no clew to Walter's associates. 


Walter had no trouble, he said, In enter- 


ing the bank or in blowing the safe. One 
shot was sufficient to expose tho steel 
guarded cash, and in less time than it 
takes to tell it he had transferred the bank 
notes to his ample pockets, abandoned his 
kit of burglar's tools, nnd, slipping from 
the bank, returned to the hotel in which 
he was quartered, and there remained a 
day or two before crossing the border to 
tho "States." "It was so damned easy," 
bo said while relating this exploit, "that it 
was a shame to take the money." 


Apparently Walter's unnamed confed- 


erates wore just as "easy" as the bank, 
for, he said, he slipped out of Canada with 
out keeping an engagement he mndc with 
them, at which time he was to have given 
them their share of the spoils. 
His pay 


for his half hour's work was $15,000; not 
a shot was fired, nor did a soul suspect 
that a robbery had been committed until 
the janitor, the next morning set about 
cleaning up the bonk preparatory to its 
day's business.
